Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because combination claim 1 lacks all of 
the numerous detailed features of the frame that are claimed in subcombination claim 
13. The subcombination has separate utility such as a frame for supporting an engine 
of general utility (i.e. not necessarily supporting the generator and electrically driven 
pump and filter as claimed in claim 1).
